Four long tables were spread in the 
lower hall and two smaller ones in the 
galery and these were laden with all 
the deheacies obtaimable,the cus:ne beng 
under the able management of George 
Brown aud M V Foley The delay in 
the arrival ofthe trun left many httle 
extris ont of the bill of fare which other- 
wise would have been served, but as it 
was there was no cause to complain ofa 
Jnek of good things 

The hall was tastefully ond brilhantly 
decorated with flags, evergreens, plants 
and flowers and presented a very attrac-

from a tnp over the line as far as Pierre, 

and gives a discouraging report of the 
condition of affairs slong the line Mr 

Gamble was absent from Yankton twen- 

ty-two days, during all of which time he 

woiked dilgently to heep the stages 
moving and supply the postofflees with 
mal Between Yankton and Fort Ran- 
dall he has managed to keep the lne 
open and has not missed a tnp, although 
the difficulties to overcome have required 
the most persistent labor and severest ‘ 
hardsinps From Fort Randall to Pierre 
the country 18 noder nearly three feet of | 
snow, which 18 covered with a hard crust, 
making travel exceedingly tedious 
and ruinous on stock The only travel 
over the road between these points dunng 


the past three weeha, has been hr the 
atuge and ns soon fs It passes the track 


29 filled with snow and entirely oblitera- 
ted, so that on each tnp anew track 
has to be beaten through the deep and 
crust covered snow This is extremely 
hard on borses, and Mr Gamble says 
that after making one trip their legs are 
ao cut and gashed by the sharp csnat 
that they are unfit for use for several 
days He has succeeded thus far by the 
most extraordipary efforts, and by sub- 
Jetting his stock to cruel hardships, ın 
getting one manl a week from Randall to 
Pierre He says that this winter has 
been hardest for staging that he bas seen 
in all his experience 

The same difficulties exist on the hne 
from Pierre to the Hills, and although 
the most determined efforts have been 
made, 21t has been found impossible to 
leep the lme open and make 
regular trips The following dis-

His Inaugural Message Dehveres To- 
Day at Washington, 
A Document Rich m the Promise 


of a Satisfaetory Admin- 
isti ation 


Washington, March 4—President Gar- 
ficld dehvmed the following inangural 
address 

Frurow Crriziuxs—We stand to day 
upon the eminence which overlooks a 
hundred yeus of national hfe—a conutr 
crowded with perils, but crowded sith 
the triumphsof hberty andlove Before 
continuing our onward march, leb us 
ponse on this height, Jor a moment, to 
strengthen ow futh and renew our hope 
by a glance at the pathway along which 
our people have triveled It is now three 
days more than a hundred yearssince the 
adoption of the frst wrtteu constitution 
of the United States—the ni ticles of con- 
feder viron of a perpetual union The 
pew repnbhe was then beset with Aan- 
gers on every hand, hid pot conquered a 
plaice in tbe funily of nations Lhe de- 
cisive baltie of the war for mdependence 
whore centennial inoiveisury will be 
gritefally celebrited at Yorktown, had 
not been fought The colomsts were 
sirugghiug noi only ag unst the arm esof 
Gieit Butun, bnt against the scttled 
opinions ot mankind, for the world did 
not believe that the supreme authority 
of the governmeut conld be safely en- 
trusted to the gu udiansbip of the people 
themselves W ciunot over estimate the 
fervent love of hbeits, the rotelhgent 
courage and swing common sense with 
Which our fathers mide the great erperi- 
ment of sell government When they 
found, m a short time, that the confed- 
eracy O1 states wis too weak to meet the 
necessitics of i vigorous and e.panding 
republic they boldly set it aside, ind in 
ifs sted estiblished ı national union 
founded directly upon the will of the 
people endowed with tutme powers of 
self preseryition wd with ample iuthor 
ity tor the iccomplishiment of its great 
object 

Unde: this constitution the bounda- 
1ies of freedom have been enlaged, the 
foundations of order and peace have been

By the expenence of commercial na 
tions, m all ages, it has been found that 
gold and silver afford the only sute foun- 
dation for a monetary system Confu- 
sion has recently been created by varı- 
ations 1n the relative value of the two 
metals, but I conhdently beheve that ar 
rangements can be made between com- 
mercial nations which will secure the 
general use ef both metals 

Congress should provide that the com- 
pulsory coinage of silver now required

say that time and experience have 
strengthened the opinions I have so often 
expressed on these subjects ‘The finances 
of the government will suffer no detr- 
ment whichit may be possible for my 
administration to ‘prevent 

The interests of agriculture deserve 
more attention from the government than 
they have yet received The farms of 
the United States afford homes and em- 
plopnenk inr more thav_onahalfaf the 
of ali our exports As the government 
hghts our coasts for the protection of 
marines and the benefit of commerce, so 
it should give tothe tillers of the soil 
the light of practical sense and experi- 
ence Our manufacturers are rapidly 
making us industnously independent, 
and are opening to capital and labor new 
helds of employment his steady and 
healthy growth should still be masntain- 
ed Om facilities for transportation 
should be promoted by continued 1m- 
provements of our harbors and great in- 
tenor water ways, and by increasing ton 
nage on the ocean The development of 
works commenced has led to an urgent 
demand for shortening the sea voyage 
around Cape Horn by constructing ship 
canals or canals across the isthmus which 
unites the two continents V \rigus plans 
to this end bave hean <uggested and w1 
need consideration, but none of them 
havo boen sufficiently matured to war- 
1int the United States m extending pe- 
cnniry aid ‘The subject, however, will 
immediately engage the attention of the

Any law respecting the estabhshment 
of religion or prohibiting the free exer-
